NO. 4—PERSONAL EXEMPTIONS 
In addition to the personal ex­ 
em ption of $1,000 for single persons 
and $2,500 for m arried persons liv­ 
ing together and for heads of fam i­ 
lies, a taxpayer is entitled to a credit 
of $400 for each dependent, defined 
by income tax law and regulations 
as a person under 18 years of age 
or incapable of self-support because 
m entally 
or 
physically 
defective. 
The term “m entally or physically 
defective” m eans only cripples and 
those m entally defective but persons 
in ill health and the aged. 
In order to be entitled to the $400 
credit, the taxpayer m ust furnish 
th e dependent his or her chief sup­ 
port. The credit is based upon ac­ 
tual financial dependency and not 
mere legal dependency. 
For ex­ 
ample, a fath er whose children re­ 
ceive half or more of their support 
from a tru st fund of other separate 
source is not entitled to the credit. 
Neither relationship nor residence 
is a factor in the allowance of the 
$400 credit for a dependent. 
The 
taxpayer and the dependent may be 
residents of different cities. If hus­ 
band and wife both contribute to 
the support of a dependent, the $400 
credit may be taken by 
the 
one 


contributing the chief support, and 
may not be divided between them . 
A single person who supports in 
his home an aged m other is entitled 
not only to the $400 credit for a de­ 
pendent, but also to the personal ex­ 
em ption of $2,500 as the head of a 
family. A widower suporting under 
sim ilar circum stances a dependent 
child under 18 years of age also is 
entitled to the personal exemption 
of $2.500 as the head of a family, 
plus the $400 credit for a dependent. 
Under the Revenue Act of 1934 
both the personal exemption and 
the credit for dependents are re­ 
quired to be prorated 
where 
the 
status of the taxpayer changed dur­ 
ing the rear.

HOSPITALS AND STATE AID 
S 
TATE aided hospitals ot Pennsylvania provide us with approx­ 
imately 25,000 hospital beds— a bed for each 400 inhabi­ 
tants— and each of these hospital beds is subsidized to the ave­ 
rage extent of approximately S3! o per biennium, aggregating 


# 7, 500,000.00 for the two years— 1933-35. 
During a sustained statewide depression it is to be expect­ 
ed that the charity sick-bed needs of any single large unit of our 
population will approximate those of any other similar large unit 
of population elsewhere in the state. Sustained state-wide de­ 
pression tends to level charity needs to state-wide uniformity. 
I awrence county’s 100,000 inhabitants have need of just as 
many charity bed days of hospital care as any other 100,000 in- 


habitants elsewhere in the state. 
State aided hospitals in Lawrence county provide us with 
209 hospital beds— a hospital bed for each 465 persons. 
One 
hundred and fifty-four of these beds are in Jameson Memorial 
hospital. 
In 1933-35 these beds were subsidized through wel­ 
fare appropriations to the average extent of $178 per bed for the 
two year period— approximately 45 per cent under state ave­ 
rage per-bed subsidy, and in spite of the fact that population de­ 
mands on each bed are 16 per cent higher than state average. 
Lawrence county is conspicuous among the underprivileged areas 


of state aid distribution. 
If we are to rely on past experience in matters of state aid 
we shall anticipate the current legislative session as in no small 
part devoted to political horse-trading in a matter of two hun­ 
dred odd welfare appropriations for as many hospitals and char­ 
itable agencies. 
Dismal experience of the past even suggests 
that political expediency might take precedence over human 
need in determining appropriations. 
However, there is hope. 
We have a "New Deal 
house 
where appropriations legislation must originate. 
We have “New 
B e a l” departments of welfare and health. 
To make it unani­ 
mous we have Republican repudiation of the entire old deal sys­ 
tem of state aid and '‘the political convulsions that attend the 
delivery of the appropriations” as indicated in special Bulletin 
63, that reached Governor Pinchot’s desk on the day of hts re­ 


tirement from office. 
The stage is set for unanimous- bipartisan reconstruction of 
welfare activity to ensure equitable distribution of funds to our 
hospitals on a basis of acknowledged human need and for m od­ 
ern acceptable standards of service coordinated with a compre­ 
hensive plan to promote the public health. 
Let us hope! 


WHY HIGH-POWER CARS ARE BUILT 


W ith the constant rise in the num ber of automobile fatalities 
throughout the country, traceable largely to fast and reckless driving, 
speculation has grown concerning the reasons for the production of cars 
that can travel at ninety miles an hour. 
At the same time there has 
been a disposition to place upon the m anufacturer a m easure of respon­ 
sibility for the m ounting death toll because of his persistent advertis­ 
ing emphasis upon speed. 
Russell Holt Peters, writing in the February 
Forum, says the m anufacturers do not expect drivers to use such speed. 
“This sounds absurd,” says Mr. Peters. 
“It isn’t, for speed se­ 
cured through efficient engineering m eans economy, long life, greater 
comfort, and, believe it or not, greater safety. 
Economy results because 
more efficient design perm its you to achieve norm al speed w ith less ex­ 
penditure of fuel. 
Longer life is produced because your car is always 
operating well within its capacity. 
G reater comfort comes from the ab­ 
sence of strain inherent in under-powered cars. If you have ever driven 
one of the tiny vehicles England produces to escape exorbitant taxes, you 
will know exactly w hat I mean. 
And latent speed may be invaluable in 
pulling you out of a tight corner.” 
All of this is undoubtedly true and the reasons of the m anufac­ 
turers are probably exactly those given by Mr. Peters. 
U nfortunately, 
however, when a producer says a car will go 90 miles an hour, the pros­ 
pective purchaser considers this statem ent as som ething in the light of an 
invitation to travel at this speed. 
The factors of economy, comfort and 
absense of strain do not occupy a large place in his m ind if his tenden­ 
cies arc somewhat irresponsible and he is seated behind the wheel of a 
car which, with a little extra pressure on the gas, will step out at 90.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Facing 
the heaviest demands of the year 
for relief for February and March, 
the Federal Emergency Relief Ad­ 
ministration today had only enough 
funds to meet the demand for ten 
more days. 
While a senate committee is de­ 
bating the president's $4,880,000,000 
work relief bill, which carries $800,- 
000,000 for emergency relief until 
the work relief program starts this 
summer, FERA officials are doling 
out allotments to states for only the 
first ten days of the month. 
“Our seurveys show approximately 
¡$150.000,000 will be needed for Feb­ 
ruary, as against $139,000,000 for 
January,” Administrator Harry L. 
Hopkins said. "We have only $50,- 
000,000 to distribute to the states.” 
It is estimated that more than 
4,400,000 families, the number on 
relief this month, will require relief 
in February and March. 
In addi­ 
tion to the families there are ap­ 
proximately 800,000 single persons 
and 288,000 transients on the Jan­ 
uary relief rolls. 
Allocations from the dwindling 
$50,000,000 fund already have been 
made to some states and the others 
have been asked to rush their ap­ 
plications for their share. 
Although Hopkins had announced 
February 1 as the deadline for states 
to assume full responsibility for the 
care of their "unemployables,” in 
compliance with a presidential de­ 
cree, those states which have not 
yet enacted necessary legislation to 
provide for their care, will continue 
to receive federal aid as long as 
funds hold out.
